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HOUSE BILL 88

AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 55,
Chapter 10, relative to private entities conducting
court-ordered education courses.
BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:
SECTION 1. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 55-10-301(b)(1)(C), is amended by
deleting the subdivision and substituting instead the following:
(C) Private entity that:
(i) Is licensed by the secretary of state to conduct business in this state, if
required of the entity by state law;
(i) Is registered with the department of revenue for all applicable taxes;
and
(iif) Conducts at least two (2) courses per calendar year, whether in
person or online.
SECTION 2. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 55-10-804(a)(3), is amended by
deleting the subdivision and substituting instead the following:
(3) Private entity that:
(A) Is licensed by the secretary of state to conduct business in this state,
if required of the entity by state law;
(B) Is registered with the department of revenue for all applicable taxes;
and

(C) Conducts at least two (2) courses per calendar year, whether in

person or online.
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SECTION 3. For rulemaking purposes, this act shall take effect upon becoming a law,
the public welfare requiring it. For all other purposes, this act shall take effect July 1, 2021, the

public welfare requiring it.
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
